Our Tobacco Industry. 


F ro m th e S a c ra m e n to R ecord. 
That tobacco could be produced In 
our State in great quantities has long 
since been settled by many satisfacto­ 
ry experiments. But that it could ho 
cured so as to render it valuable or 
desirable, seemed almost as satisfacto­ 
rily settled by many experiments in 
the negative, and the prospect for the 
cultivation and manufacture of tobac­ 
co was rather unfavorable, until tlie 
successful results from experiments 
made by Mr. Kulk of Watsonville, 
Santa Cruz county. 
The success of these experiments lias 
given a great stimulus to this indus­ 
try, and tobacco culture seems now 
likely to become one of our leading 
industries. 
Last year Santa Clara 
had 2,800,000 plants, and 
produced 
310,000 pounds of tobacco. The follow­ 
ing is the number of plants now grow­ 
ing in the State and the estimated 
yield in pounds:

Those who have commenced tliecul- 
tivation of tobacco this year are jus* 
in time to reap the advantages that a 
very poor crop in nearly ail the East­ 
ern States is likely to bring them. I 11 
Kentucky, Missouri and others of the 
principar tobacco producing States, the 
late Spring and cold wet weather have 
very much injured the crop there and 
as a consequence the prices of tobacco 
have very much appreciated. 
Since 
last January they have advanced 
nearly 50 per cent. 


The New York Times says: We have 
succeeded in 
greatly reducing the 
number of cut-worms by enticing a 
llock of poultry into the field while it 
was being plowed. The fowls followed 
the plowr closely, picking up every 
cut-worm 
exposed, 
and 
searching 
every furrow for more. There is no 
other way of ridding the fields of these 
vermin but by encouraging their nat­ 
ural enemies. These are the crowsand 
blackbirds, which devour the grubs, 
and skunks and moles, which devour 
both the grubs and beetles, of which 
they are the larvae. While these crea­ 
tures are killed or driven off, we 
shall suffer from the depredations of 
the insects, which are their natural 
prey. To prevent the destruction of 
the young corn by the cut-worms to 
some extent, the seed should be rolled 
in common pine tar and then dried in 
plaster before it is sown. 


A machine for making cigars has 
been set up in the cigar factory on 
Montgomery street, Gilroy. It is in­ 
tended for working up fine tobacco, 
which is usually wasted. 


W m. J. Cooper, who lost nri arm 
while firing a saiute at Marysville, 011 
tlie evening of the 3d of July, lias re­ 
covered sufficiently to return to his 
home at Sacramento.

Oregon Items. 


A Salem minister plays billiards. 
The Oregon Penitentiary now con­ 
tains 210 prisoners. 
Fifty men are now employed on the 
Capitol building at Salem. 
Forty-two thousand bricks per day 
are made by the convicts at the Peni­ 
tentiary. 
According to accounts, the recent 
killing of the Indian woman in Polk 
county by a young man named Way- 
mire, was one of the foulest murders 
ever committed in the State. 
Tho Cascade mountain road from 
Marion county to Eastern Oregon has 
turned out to be a success, and will 
greatly benefit t lie southern portion of 
the State as well as the eastern. 
Mr. S. A. Huffman informs the Sa­ 
lem Record that he is always success­ 
ful in avoiding smut 011 wheat and 
oats by the use of vitriol. He soaks 
seed oats or wheat for several days be­ 
fore sowing, in a strong solution of 
vitriol, and never has any smut; and 
lie considers that length of time as 
essential to success in securing a clean 
crop. 


Now Theory About Comets' Tails. 


At a recent meeting of the Law­ 
rence (Kansas) Academy of Science, a 
paper entitled “Speculations 011 the 
Nature of Comets’ Tails,” was read by 
Professor Fredrick W. Bardwell, who 
took the ground that a comet’s tail 
is no more a part of the comet than 
is a shadow a part of the object which 
gives it form. 
He supposes that tho 
resisting medium, surrounding the 
sun for a great distance is itself self- 
luminous in a degree, as indicated by 
tlie zodiacal light; that the nucleus 
of a comet is merely a large meteor­ 
ite; that, in its radid motion through 
the resisting medium near the sun, 
great heat is thereby developed, in­ 
creased by the heat of the sun causing 
some of the elements of the nucleus 
to become volatilized, and thus to pre­ 
sent the phenomena of the coma with 
its glowing gas: and, finally, that the 
bright train called the tail is merely 
an eff ect of an increased luminosity of 
the rising medium behind the comet, 
caused by -the action of the sunlight 
passing through the glowing gas of the 
coma, and projected beyond in a form 
usually approaching that of a conical 
surface. He predicts that. 011 the ap­ 
pearance of a comet w itha bright train 
the tests of spectrum analysis will 
show that this train is not nebulous, as 
Bessel and others have supposed, and 
not a meteoric character, like that of 
tlie nucleus, as Schiaparelli and Le 
Verrier supposed, but chiefly of a zo- 
diacial nature, and probably, in a 
slight degree, reflecting sunlight.— 
[Scientific American.

Our Mineral Wealth. 


Almost everybody adds testimony 
tending to confirm the H e r a l d ’s oft- 
repeated belief that Southern Califor­ 
nia is rich—immensely rich—in unde­ 
veloped mineral wealth. Thescarcity, 
or rather the absence of water in 
every gulch explains why the hills 
and mountains of the southern coast 
counties have not been more exten­ 
sively prospected, and the fact that 
but little prospecting has been done, 
is the reason why but few mines have 
been struck. There is a great deal of 
water in the mountains th a t could be 
used for m ining purposes, but it doe9 
not run just where it is needed, and 
therefore it has not heretofore been 
used. The old prospetor has a horror 
of ditch-digging and reservoir-build­ 
ing. If there is a stream of w a te r 
running down a gulch, he will dig for 
gold in th at gulch. 
If a creek has 
plenty of water, he will examine its 
banks and bars for gold. B ut those 
dry places, that can only be worked 
at the expense of a long ditch, he 
gives the go-by or only prospects with 
the eye. 
A great deal of eye-pros­ 
pecting has been done in this part of 
the State, and the old miners have 
generally agreed th a t there was gold 
everywhere, if they only had w ater to 
wash it out. 
Lately m en have looked 
for water as well as gold. 
The hills 
around the head waters of the Santa 
Clara river are known to be rich in gold, 
but for w ant of w ater they have been 
only eye-prospected. Elizabeth Lake 
will furnish all the w ater needed, and 
five or six miles of ditch or pipe will 
convey it to the mines. The mines on 
the San Gabriel river are beginning 
to attract attention, and in a short 
time a few thousand Chinam en will 
be at work in those placers. 
Pros­ 
pectors in the hills near San Fernando 
have recently found good prospects. 
W ithin a few miles of th¡9 city gold 
bearing quartz lodes have recently 
been discovered which prospect so 
well th at the locators have sent sev­ 
eral sacks to San Francisco for assay. 
The oil mines of Los Angeles county 
are already sufficiently developed to 
satisfy the most incredulous of their 
great extent and richness. The quick­ 
silver development in Santa Barbara 
county is extraordinary. The cinni- 
bar found near the surface is very 
rich—equal to the cropping9 of the 
now famous New 
Almadén. 
The 
great gold-bearing ledge of Holcomb 
Valley is prospecting up to the most 
sanguine expectations of its owners, 
while the placer mines in the vicinity 
are yielding handsomely. 
New dis­ 
coveries will continue to be made and 
rich mine9 developed until the m in­ 
eral product of Southern California 
will equal that of any other portion of 
the State. 


The “ Herald’s '’ Work. 


We do not often boast, but we cer­ 
tainly have reason to be proud of the 
work the H e r a l d is doing for this 
valley and Southern California.

her to be a term agant and vixen ? Is 
it a fraud to excuse her late appearance 
by saying th at she was helping “ m a,” 
in the kitchen, when, in truth, sho 
had cried herself to sleep over a sen­ 
sation novel on the loungo in her 
brothers bed-room up stairs ? Is it a 
fraud for a young lady to pretend to 
be dead in love with her lover when 
she knows it is only his money she 
cares about ? Is it a fraud for a young 


lady to appear a symmetrical, graceful, 
beautiful, faultlessly rounded form, 
when herdressm akerknow sshe is flat­ 
chested, sharp-shouldered, and as a n ­ 
gular as an old style wind-mill ? Is it 
fraud for a young m an to pretend to 
be everthing he is and nothing that 
he is; to talk of work when lie means 
billiards; to prate of temperance with 
his mouth full of caraway 9eed to kill 
the smell of whisky; to affect a liber­ 
ality which would not last a day on 
his own resources or industry; to play 
a character which he know s is false, 
and which he intends to th row off as 
soon as he is married ? If all these are 
frauds under the Code the court might 
render a hundred divorces each day 
for m onths to come, and not separate 
a fraction 
of those having 
legal 
grounds for divorce. 
Courtship is 
conducted under false pretenses, and 
in too m any cases m a r’iage is attained 
through a series of wilful misrepre­ 
sentations practiced by both sides.

If 
the authorship of these letters is once 
established the case is closed and the 
world’s verdict must be in accordance 
with the facts, even though the veil is 
torn from the Plym outh Church idol 
and a woman steps down from that 
high place where hidden sin may 
dwell, to that lowly plane where ex­ 
posed vice is condemned to range. 
The excitement over T i l t o n ’s arraign­ 
m ent will soon sink beneath the in­ 
tense anxiety for B e e c h e r ’s defense.

N e w Y o r k , July 22.—Tilton’s state­ 
ment against his wife and Beecher is 
published, and lias caused great ex ­ 
citement in New York and Brooklyn. 
It occupies three columns in the H er­ 
ald, and, if not disproved, is utterly 
dam ning in its character. 
Tilton 
states how lie detected Beecher ca­ 
ressing liia wife; th a t he came home 
unexpectedly on ono occasion and 
found Beecher and his wife locked up 
in the bed-chamber; that Mrs. Tilton 
confessed on another occasion, that 
when she called at Beecher’s house for 
consolation, after the loss of her little 
child, she submitted to criminal inter­ 
course with him, and that on a subse­ 
quent Saturday evening the act was 
repeated at Tilton’s house; further, 
that tlie same kind of intercourse was 
kept up for a year and a half, some­ 
times at Beecher’s house and some­ 
times at her own, and often in places 
where they met by appointment. To 
her husband Mrs. Tilton confessed 
that she was overcome by Beecher’» 
plausible reasonings that the acts 
which lie solicited were not immoral 
nor in any way dishonorable to her­ 
self and husband. Tilton fortifies his 
statem ent with numerous letters writ 
ten by his wife and by Beecher, which 
all clearly indicate their awful guilt. 
Mrs. Tilton is reported as living with 
some of Beecher’s friends, and it is 
said they will unite in a common 
statem ent denying all the charges 
made by Tiltou. 
Boston Wool M arket. 
B o s t o n , July 
22.— Wool is firm 
with a good demand. 
New wool con­ 
tinues to come forward quite freely, 
m any fancy clips of Ohio and Peiui- 
sylvania are bought by manufacturers 
in the interior, and prices paid for the 
same are higher than anything re­ 
ported for a long time. 
Combing and 
delaine fleeces continue in demand; 
pulled wool is steady and firm but 
rather quiet; California meets with 
fair demand from 40c. to 42 cents per 
pound. 
S u p p lem en tary r ir o tu Chicago. 
Chicago, July 22.— A t 0:30 this 
m orning a fire broke out in the upper 
floors of Nos. 121 and 123 State Street 
corner of Madison, in Boyce’s build­ 
ing. Owing to a great delay in giving 
the alarm, the flames had made con­ 
siderable progress before the fire de­ 
partm ent was on the ground.

fire was, however, confined to the 
building and was extinguished at 8 
o’clock.

The frescoing and painting represent 
grain, fruit and flowers, the “ double 
horn of plenty” and the bee-hive.

gers on this coast have yet taken. No 
one can concede the beneficial effects 
it m ust have upon all branches of bus­ 
iness connected with the farmers. The 
am ount of arduous labor which has 
been performed by tiie officers and 
members of tlie Executive Committee 
in connection with this business will 
never tie fully appreciated, as it will 
never be understood.

men have left their homes at a time 
when they were very much needed on 
their farms, and have labored day and 
night. 
Surely, they’ should have tlie 
gratitude of tlie entire Order on the 
coast.

One of our city’ seedsmen brought 
to our office, says the San Francisco 
R ural Press, samples of the largest 
gooseberries th a t it has ever been our 
fortune to see. 
They were grown by a 
gentlemen of Bolinas, Marin county, 
in close proxim ity to Bolinas Bay. 
They are from the standard English 
gooseberry stock, and have been cul­ 
tivated up to their present size by tlie 
producer, whose nam e we are not 
at present perm itted to give. 
They 
are said to have never suffered from 
mildew, a blight 
which has done 
much toward discouraging the cultiva­ 
tion of this old-timo fruit. 
Possibly 
their proxim ity to the bay m ay save 
them from mildew by imbibing a 
needei saline property from the soil 
and atmosphere. 
None of the berries 
presented to us were fully ripe; but a 
tew were sufficiently so to enable us 
to test their eating merits, which are 
quite satisfactory. 
This fruit should 
lie widely disseminated, as it would he 
a decided acquisition to our market. 


Last Friday at Moore’s Flat, the
